It 
is a fact that the British Isles offer little or no difficulties, 
because they are self-contained and independent. | All that 
has to be done is to merge with the bank and put‘it under 
the control of the National Credit Authority which could 
thus use the currency of the realm to pay dividends, Alber- 
ta presents difficulties but they can be overcome by the is- 
sue of provincial currency, and persuading or coercing the 
banks to accept this currency. There is, of course, the 
technical illegality standing in the way, but what is a tech- 
nical illegality among friends?—High River Times,

BUCKINGHAM PALACE : 
IS NOW 100 YEARS OLD 


London.—Buckingham Palace, ‘the 
focal point of the empire, celebrates 
its centenary this year. 

It was 100 years ago that Queen 
Victoria, three weeks after she be- 
came queen, drove from Kensington 
Palace to her new “Palace of Pim- 
Neo.” A few weeks after it became 
Bucidagham Palace, the official town 
residence of the monarch, 

Buckingham Palace has had a ro- 
mantic history. It owes its existence 
to George 1V, who, on finding the 
royal residence of his time too small 
and inconvenient, decided to create a 
home fitting the dignity of a British 
sovereign. 

Several sites were suggested, but he 
insisted. that the most suitable was 
Buckingham House and its grounds, 
then g,mulbe-ry tree garden founded 
by James I in the hopes of creating 
silk industry in England. 

James's scheme was a fa‘lure and 
the house was leased by Goring and 
called “Goring House.” 


“Destroyed by Fire 


It Was leased by the Ear) of Arling- 
ton from the crown in 1672. The 
house was destroyed by fire and “Ar- 
lington House” was built, This be- 
came the property of the Harl of 
Grafton and eventually passed to the 
Earl of Musgrave, later to the Duke 
of Buckingham, who -added wings 
which exist to large extent today. 

George III and Queen Charlotte 
lived at Buckingham Palace, as it then 
was, forming the nucleus of the art 
pieces which Queen Mary has done so 
much to preserve. 

When the property came to George 
IV alterations and improvements 
were begun, and the king freqently 
was at odds with his exchequer over 
funds,“ At the time of his death 
$3,200,000 had been spent, and during

make money out of nothing, Critics of the, 


banks will tell you that banks lend by creat- 
ing credit and that they create the means of 
payment out! of nothing, that when they build 
a building it costs them nothing and that 
when they pay taxes it costs them nothing. 
These statements are absolutely untrue. 

When a bank makes a loan. just exactly 
what is it that the bank does? 

Here is the answer — It takes the note 
of the farmer or manufacturer or the bond 
of the Government, and places an equivalent 
amount to the credit of the said farmer, 
manufacturer or Government, allowing of 
course for a rental on the money. 

In other words the bank assumes an obli- 
gation to pay that amount to the farmer, the 
manufacturer or the Government. 

Since that obligation ts one that must be 
met — and fn actual practice is met — it is 
a very real thing. 

The transaction creates a credit on the 
books of the bank but the means of pay+ 
ment which the banks are charged with 
creating out of nothing consists.of resources 
of the bank — In the last analysis, cash. 

Moreover, it should be borne in mind that 
in all lending transactions by a bank it is the 
borrower who starts the process — he goes 
to the bank and asks for a loan, generally 
for a specific purpose, out of which he ex- 
pects and intends to make @ profit for him- 


self over and above the bank charges. The — 


bank does not go to him — he goes to the 
bank, 

What the bank really does, in effect, is to 
convert the credit of the borrower himself 
into spendable money, which he can use for 
the purposes of his business, paying 
wages, paying his debts at’ the country store 
and meeting other obligations, If a man 
owns cattle he cannot spend cattle. He can- 
not pay. his debts at the country store with 
cattle, His ownership of the cattle and his 
expectation of selling them at a profit to 
himself are the basis of his credit. When he
